Discussing peanut production 
for 1942, Mr. Sexton said: ‘Due 
to curtailed shipments of oils from 
abroad under war conditions, the 
Secretary of Agriculture is look- 
ing to peanuts for increased pro- 
duction of oil. Coffee County 
which in 1941 harvested 41,708 
acres of peanuts, is expected to 
raise the acreage to 54,528 acres 
in 1942, an increase of 13,000 
acres. That will take 28 per cent 
of the county’s crop lands, About 
nine acres must be planted to the 
plow. 

Secretary Wickard was quoted 
as saying at a recent farmers 
meeting in Atlanta that an &5 
per cent parity for peanuts would 
be maintained, making a floor foi 
Spanish nuts of about $82 and 
$78 for runners. This has been 
done to place the farmer ina 
comparable position with other 
groups in the defense effort. 

The advice of the speaker 
concerning cotton was, “Continue 
to plant some cotton. Plant it on 
your best cotton land, Give it 
the best cultivation, fertilization 
and protection from insects and 
disease that you can. Place your 
orders for fertilizer immediately 
and use mixtures that do not re- 
quire a side dressing in order to 
conserve nitrates for your con, 
as nitrates will be short.”

“As quickly as possible, my 


husband ran out to join his ship, 
He was under machine gun fire 
all the way from the navy yard 
gale to the boat, a considerable 
distance,’ said she, “and I never 
saw him again for a week, 

"In the meantime I looked out 
at the attacking planes that were 
overhead, They were marked 
with the rising sun and so low 
it seemed that I could take my 
broom and sweep them from the 
sky. Housetops were torn away 
and great holes blown in streets 
by the explosions. 

"Civilians were rushed to cover 
as quickly as possible, Soon only 
official army cars moved about 
the deserted streets bent on va- 
rious missions. The noise of guns 
and roar of motors continued, 
“Schoolhouses and other pub- 

buildings were turned _ into 
hospitals, where the 
Red Cross and other volunteer 
nurses cared for the wounded as

OF JESUS

Mian is more than a body. He is 
miude up of body, soul, and spirit, 
In a physical world where he is so 
much in touch with physical na- 
ture, and the needs of his body are 
s0 much before him, he is prone 
to forget that there is within, a spir- 
itual nature which is his real self. 

God is interested in both the 
physical and the spiritual side of 
man. He provides all that we need 
for our bodies, and above all, He 
meets the all-important spiritual 
hunger of man's inner being. We 
find the Lord Jesus in our lesson 
graciously touching both spirit and 
body of the palsied man in response 
to the faith of his friends, 


I, Faith Brings a Double Need to 
Christ (vy, 1-4), 

This faith-stimulating story faces 
us first with 

1, An Impossible Situation, In- 
curably afflicted and helpless phys- 
ically and far more deeply affiict- 
ed spiritually, this man had no one 
who could heal his body and restore 
his soul, Apart from the power of 
God in Jesus Christ his situation 
was hopeless, and thus he may well 
typify every one of us except for 
the grace of Christ. 

Furthermore, his circumstances 
were such as to make it impossible 
for him to get to Jesus, who was 
there in his city. Even when his 
four friends came to his help and 
bore him to the house where Jesus 
was, they could not enter because of 
the crowds. So a journey begun in 
hope was evidently to close in de- 
spair. But wait, these men had 

2. An Undeniable Faith. ‘‘'Where 
there's a will there’s a way.'’ Where 
there is faith the obstacles may be 
surmounted. Having begun a good 
work they persevered in it. 

Had these men been bound by 
convention or custom they would 
never have put their friend at Jesus’ 
feet, They did try to make a proper 
entry through the door, but it was 
blocked. The way to Jesus is often 
closed, by some custom, a vain 
philosophy, or a religious ceremony. 
Let us, like these believing men, 
open the roof if necessary to bring 
our needs and our needy friends to 
Him. 

Although mention is made only of 
the palsy of this man, it is probable 
that both he and they knew that his 
need was for a double cure, for he 
was yet in his sins. 

They brought him to Jesus, where 
their 


II. Faith Receives a Double Re- 
ward From Christ (vv. 5-12). 

Immediately Jesus “saw their 
faith’ (v. 5), just as He always 
does. God is on the lookout for faith 
and is quick to reward it. The two- 
fold need here brought a double- 
blessing. 

1. Spiritual Cleansing. The man’s 
physical affliction thus proved to be 
his greatest blessing, for it brought 
him to Jesus, who cleansed him of 
all unrighteousness, If he had not 
been palsied he might never have 
met the Lord. Suffering, then, may 
be a means of grace. That is more 
than a pious platitude, for it has 
been proved repeatedly in the expe- 
rience of men and women. 

Certain scribes ‘sitting there’’ 
(they were not doing a thing to 
help) began to reason in their hearts 
that Jesus was blaspheming be- 
cause only God can forgive sin, 
Their theology was faultless and 


\ their reasoning was logical, but the 


premise of their argument was wrong. 
Only God can forgive sin, but Jesus 
is God, something which they in 
their wisdom did not realize or ac- 
cept. 

We (especially young people in 
school) should be careful that the 
fluent smoothness of some unbeliev- 
ing philosopher's logic does not lead 
us astray, and away from God's 
truth. 

Note also the solemnizing thought 
that Jesus knew what fhey were 
thinking in their hearts. Let us re- 
member that ‘‘all things are naked 
and opened unto the eyes of him 
with whom we have to do’’ (Heb.

after planting and repeated every 
4 or 5 days until peanuts begin 
to peg down. The 
run with the rows is only about 
1-3 as‘fast as the weeder but 
where the weeder cannot be had, 
will help to control young grass. 
When row cultivation begins the 
cultivator equipped with spring 
teeth or the scratcher is excellent 
for cultivation. If grass is bad, 
the teeth can be set close and cut 
the grass out toward the mid- 
dle. It should be remembered 
that frequent cultivation is  al- 
ways good and that young grass 
is easier to control than old grass. 

Every farmer should work out 
his plans for this job and get 
his equipment ready as quickly 
as possible.

u year-round garden. 

In the planting of a garden 
there are a few important things 
that we should consider: First, 
a garden will not produce on poor 
soil, so use plenty of good ferti- 
lizer. Barnyard manure is good 
if applied early so it can rot in 
the soil before planting time. If 
commercial fertilizer is to be 
used it is best to use a high grade 
fertilizer such as 6-8-4, or 4-10-7 
at the rate of 10 pounds per 100 
feet of row about ten days before 
planting if possible. 

Start now by planting the fol- 
lowing things in your garden: 
English peas, Irish potatoes, rad- 
ishes, onion plants, beets, carrots, 
cabbage plants, mustard, lettuce 
plants, and turnips. Care should 
be taken and plant only a small 
amount each time but plant 
ten and never let one place in 
your garden be vacant any time 
during the year. Let’s all join in 
the All-Out War Program and 
have a Year-Round Victory Gar- 
den!
